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In Peru a group of some 20 to 30 persons, evidently 
Studests, attacked a Lima TV station, apparently because 
the station bad sbown a USIS film entitled "Castro and 
Cuba." They threw stones and Molotov cocktails, break- 
ing windows and doors and damaging one of the station's 
transmitters. 


The Colombian Poreign Ministry announced on 12 Xo- 
vember that Colombia was re-estabiishing relations witb 
Peru, broken at tbe tiwe of the military coup in Peru. 
The stated reason was the Peruvian Government's "atti- 
tude ward the Caribbean problem and its intention to 
hold general elections." 


Soviet propagande continues to stress the "compro- 
mise" nature of the agreements reached on Cuba and the 
“mutual concessions and commitments" involved. The USSE 
is pictured as having fulfilled its half of the bargain 
and the United States is being asked to jive up to its 
"“sommitments." Peiping's People's Daily, however, yes- 
terday gcethingly attacked ™¥itoites’ (the standard usege 
do China ror EKbhrusbcbev's adberents) for calling the set- 
tlement a ‘triumph of wisdom and peace" and for criticiz- 
ing Cuban resistance te the "US-USSK accord."
